Bid for damages from GP and hospital

A YOUNG girl from Harlow who 
was left with irreversible brain 
damage after battling meningitis 
is claiming millions of pounds in 
damages from a GP and a hospital 
trust. 

Lawyers for the 12-year-old say 
earlier diagnosis and treatment 
would have left her “unscathed” 
by the potentially fatal bug. 

However, she was left pro¬ 
foundly deaf and stricken by 
learning difficulties after the ill¬ 
ness in September 2003, when she 
was just 13 months old. 

She is now claiming massive 
compensation - through her 
mother who was 19 at the time and 
a first-time mum - at the High 
Court. 

Philippa Whipple, representing 
the girl, claimed that an out-of- 
hours GP “negligently failed to 
refer her to hospital” when he saw 
her at home on September 28, 
2003. 

In the early hours of the morn¬ 
ing, after the doctor’s visit, her 
mother called again as her daugh¬ 
ter’s “eyes were rolling” and seem¬ 
ed to be “staring into space”. 


Mr Justice Jay heard that an 
ambulance was summoned and 
took her to A&E at Harlow’s Prin¬ 
cess Alexandra Hospital. 

However, Miss Whipple claimed 
that a hospital medic was neg¬ 
ligent in failing to refer her to a 
specialist paediatrician, or at 
least keep her in for observation. 

Instead she was sent home. She 
was brought back to the hospital 
later the same day and only then 
treated with intravenous antibi¬ 
otics. By that time she was “very 
ill” with pneumococcal meningit¬ 
is combined with sepsis and pneu¬ 
monia, Miss Whipple told the 
judge. 

Transferred 

She was transferred to Great 
Ormond Street Hospital and 
endured “an extremely stormy 
course” and was hospitalised for 
many weeks. 

“Her case is that, with timely 
intervention from either defend¬ 
ant, all such damage would have 
been avoided, and she would have 
recovered from her illness 
unscathed,” said the QC. 

Her tearful mother told the 
court she had had a “terrible 
night” with her daughter as her 


illness took hold. The baby girl 
vomited “countless amounts of 
times, more than five. It was a 
very, very long and tiring night,” 
she said. “My partner was out for 
the night, mum was away, it was 
me and her on our own.” 

She called the out-of-hours ser¬ 
vice the following afternoon and a 
GP came at about 9.40pm, the 
court heard. 

Miss Whipple told the court the 
GP had said the baby was “cer¬ 
tainly not lethargic or difficult to 
rouse during my visit, she didn’t 
look generally unwell”. 

But her mother said she was 
sleeping and pale. “I was really 
upset that I had waited all day for 
him to come out and I was back to 
square one again. 

“She was still as poorly as any¬ 
thing but I was told it was just a 
viral infection - she was clearly 
very sick,” she told the court. 

Waking up at 4.30am the fol¬ 
lowing day and seeing her daugh¬ 
ter’s eyes were rolling and staring 
into space, she panicked and 
called an ambulance. 

Both the GP and the Princess 
Alexandra Hospital NHS Trust 
deny liability in the case.

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Parents in 
protest over 
cuts in free 
transport 

ANGRY parents have branded a 
decision by Essex County 
Council as a disgrace after it 
rejected calls to review its policy 
of cutting free transport for 
children starting secondary 
school this September if they 
attend a school more than three 
miles from their home. 

The plan was first announced 
last October and was put out for 
public consultation which ended 
in December. 

But some parents argued the 
move is unsafe and complained 
they were not properly informed 
about the proposal or given the 
chance to object in time. 

Families earning less than 
£16,500 and children already at 
secondary school will still get 
free transport. 

At Tuesday’s full council 
meeting, Labour councillor Julie 
Young put forward a motion 
calling for a review of the home- 
to-school transport policy on the 
grounds of costs to parents and 
safety. However, it was rejected 
by was rejected by 45 votes to 24. 



PROTEST: Parents have their say 


During the debate Labour 
councillor Ivan Henderson said: 
“It is about giving care and 
safety to our children, who will 
be forced to go on uncaring, non- 
dedicated public buses which 
often drive off without waiting 
for pupils.” 

But council leader David 
Finch said the authority was 
acting within its statutory 
responsibility and that the policy 
“is not for changing”. 

An online petition has 
received more than 2,000 
signatories and 780 likes on 
Facebook. More than 50 parents 
gathered outside County Hall 
waving banners at councillors as 
they entered the building. 

As the outcome of the vote was 
announced there were shouts of 
“disgrace” from people sitting in 
the public gallery. 


Toddler’s life saved 
thanks to mother’s 
smartphone photo 


Jacob diagnosed with a rare form of cancer

THE life of a Harlow toddler was saved 
after a photograph taken by his mother 
on her smartphone gave the first indic¬ 
ation he was suffering from a rare form 
of childhood cancer. 

Charlene Williams, 29, of Fold Croft, 
took her two-month-old son Jacob to the 
accident and emergency department 
after looking at the photo and spotting 
an unusual reflection in his eyes. 

Subsequent tests revealed he was suf¬ 
fering from retinoblastoma and had 
cancerous tumours in both eyes. 

“I could see a yellow reflex in his eye 
in the photographs and thought noth¬ 
ing of it,” said Miss Williams. “But it got 
progressively worse to the extent that 
we could see it in artificial light when 
we went shopping. 

“I became concerned and Googled it 
and that’s what came up. It was a bit of a 
shocker and I took him straight to A&E 
and was referred to the Royal London 
Hospital. 

Lucky 

“The cancer could have spread into 
the optic nerve and then into the brain 
which could have been fatal. We were 
lucky it didn’t get that far.” 

Jacob, who celebrates his second 
birthday next week, was diagnosed 
with a Grade E rated tumour in his 
right eye - the most severe category - 
and as a result surgeons had to remove 
it and replace it with an artifical one. He 
still has the tumour in his left eye but it 
remains in a stable condition and he 
does have sight. 

“He is adapting really well,” said his 
mum. “He is so young and his vision 


was bad anyway so it didn’t make a 
difference. He is doing really well and 
we’re looking at sending him to pre¬ 
school in September.” 

Jacob’s case is being used by the 
Childhood Eye Cancer Trust as part of a 
new campaign launched to coincide 
with World Retinoblastoma Awareness 
Week (May 10-16), with posters urging 
people to use their smartphones. 


CHECT chief executive Joy Felgate 
said: “Our hope is that, years from now, 
retinoblastoma ceases to exist and no 
child ever has to experience the trauma 
of losing their eye, their sight or their 
life. It’s this mission that drives our 
research into a cure for the disease 
which really is within our grasp.”

HARLOW Paralympian Anne 
Wafula-Strike MBE has been 
nominated for the positive role 
model award at the 2015 National 
Diversity Awards. 

The awards , which are held in 
association with computer giant 
Microsoft, will take place in Liv¬ 
erpool on September 18 to cel¬ 
ebrate Britain’s most inspir¬ 
ational and selfless people who 
have made a positive contribution 
to creating a more diverse and 
inclusive society. 

Struck down with polio at the 
age of two-and-a-half and left para¬ 
lysed below the waist, mother-of- 
one Ms Wafula-Strike, of Willow- 
field, overcame prejudice in her 
Kenyan village to become the first 
wheelchair racer to represent her 
country 

“Simply to be nominated for 
such a wonderful award means so 
much,” she said this week. “As a 
disabled woman myself, I believe 
disability is just a perception and 
really we are all differently 
abled. 

Wonderful 

“I am not what happened to me, 
I am what I choose to become and 
it would be wonderful if my nom¬ 
ination inspires more people to 
choose achieve their dreams and 
ambitions too.” 

Ms Wafula-Strike, who started 
wheelchair racing in 2002, was the 
first ever person from east Africa 
to compete in the Paralympic 
Games in Athens in 2004. 

She won three gold medals at 
British disability sports events 
and made her GB debut at the 2006 
Visa Paralympic World Cup. 

She also won three gold medals 
at the DSE Championships in 
Manchester and was a member of 
the Great Britain and Northern 
Ireland team competing at the 
Assen 2006 International Para¬ 
lympic Committee Athletics 
World Championships. 

Ms Wafula-Strike is also an 


ENGLAND football star Casey 
Stoney has been named 
alongside seven other people 
to be awarded honorary 
degrees from the University of 
Essex. 

The group of distinguished 
individuals, which also

BY ceremonially dipping his bike 
wheel in the Atlantic Ocean fun¬ 
draising hero Graham Ellis fin¬ 
ished his “hardest ever” challenge 
of cycling across the USA. 

The 65-year-old grandfather 
from Elmbridge, Old Harlow, com¬ 
pleted “every flipping inch” of the 
2,970 mile ride from the western 
point of San Diego to the east 
coast of Florida in just 50 days to 
raise more than £5,000 for 
Alzheimer’s Society. 

Route 

Mr Ellis, who’s fundraising 
over 34 years has won him a Brit¬ 
ish Empire Medal, was one of only 
28 to finish the entire route on 
April 29 after 44 set off on March 
7. 

But after completing amazing 
feats such as climbing Mount Kili¬ 
manjaro and running marathons, 
Mr Ellis said the coast-to-coast 
cycle ride was his toughest yet 
and lost 171bs during the trip. 

“It was so hard, and definitely 
the hardest thing I have ever done 
in 30 years. The hardest part was 
having to get up day after day at 
5.30am for another ride. Being 
away from my family was tough 


as well,” he said. 

Mr Ellis lives with his wife 
Sandra, 65, and has three children 
Greg, 40, Tim, 38, and Paul, 32 as 
well as five grandchildren. As a 
part-time charted surveyor he 
had to arrange an extended peri¬ 
od of time off work. 

He added: “We had 50 days to do 
the trip with three or four rest 
days. There was a hotel at the 
beginning and the end, but for 
most of it we were sleeping in 
tents or on the floor of school halls.” 

The harshness of the accom¬ 
modation was a factor in what 


made the trip so tough, with 
riders having to sleep in their full 
kit in the Rocky Mountains to 
fight against the sub-zero tem¬ 
peratures. 

“The first few days in Arizona 
were the toughest as although we 
didn’t do as many miles as some 
other days we had to climb up to 
5,000 feet. 

“It also took 19 days to get 
across Texas where we had to lock 
our tents up at night because of 
rattlesnakes.” 

Mr Ellis was the only British 
rider and one of the oldest in the 


peloton that passed through eight 
US states along the route: Cali¬ 
fornia, Arizona, New Mexico, 
Texas, Louisiana, Mississippi, 
Alabama and finally Florida. 

He said: “Getting to halfway 
was a real high point, but obvi¬ 
ously finishing was the best. The 
low point was at the start where I 
would be very dehydrated. Once I 
began to pace myself better it got 
easier and I got stronger 
throughout the trip.” 

Lucky 

He considers himself lucky to 
have come back in one piece as 
one rider lost an eye, another had 
a heart attack while several 
riders broke bones and at one 
point the truck carrying supplies 
rolled over. 

Along the route riders passed 
through a series of checkpoints 
called sags, where some took the 
option of stopping for the day and 
would be given a lift to the over¬ 
night stop over. 

However, taking a rest was 
never an option for Mr Ellis, who 
stubbornly dug deep to complete 
the whole route. 

“I was proud to keep going and 
get a special recognition for com¬ 
pleting EFI, every flipping inch. I 
was very pleased to have finished,

The opening of another out-of- 
town superstore has added to 
fears over the future of the town 
centre which have been fuelled by 
the recent closures of Marks and 
Spencer and Robert Dyas. 

However, a Dunelm spokesman said the 
location was chosen for “customer conveni¬ 
ence” and because of the large floor space it 
offers. 

The company, formed in 1979 by Bill and 
Jean Adderley, currently has 148 stores 
throughout the country, with several more 
opening this year. 


Heavyweight 
problem as 
town faces 
obesity crisis 

WITH the UK in the grips of an 
obesity crisis, studies show that 
Harlow is one of the worst affected 
towns in the country. 

A recent BBC study found that a 
shocking 37 per cent of 10-year-old 
boys the town were classified as 
obese - the highest levels in the east 
- while a 2014 study by the Daily 
Telegraph showed 66 per cent of 
people in the town as a whole were 
overweight. 

Essex weighed in as the sixth 
fattest county nationally based on the 
percentage of the population who 
were classed as overweight. 

Tam Fry, spokesman for the 
National Obesity Forum, said the 
problem tended to be greater in less 
affluent towns such as Harlow, with 
children most likely to be affected. 

“A lot of people who are financially 
struggling tend to cut corners in 
terms of what they give to their 
children,” he said. 

“Also, a lot of families do not know 
how to cook good food and are 
dependent on what they buy in the 
supermarket. 

Calories 

“Children eat what they are given 
and have no choice. They don’t 
exercise and parents don’t have the 
time or can’t be bothered to make 
sure they burn off the calories that 
they don’t need for growth, leading to 
an accumulation of fat.” 

He added: “I don’t know Harlow 
that well, but obesity and low income 
go hand-in-hand. Child obesity has 
doubled in the poorest areas, which I 
think is a terrible statistic.” 

Slimming World consultant Carina 
Trickey, who runs classes in Harlow,, 
said she hoped the figures would 
serve as a warning and persuade 
families to change their habits. 

"Too often people think T have had 
enough today so I’m going to eat 
unhealthily’ and that’s how the cycle 
begins. 

“You don’t have to join a gym or 
run 100 miles to stay healthy. It’s 
about making lifestyle choices and 
parents need to be setting a better 
example to their children.” 

She added: “It sounds like a 
stereotype but working families on 
low incomes don’t feel they have the 
time or money to be making home 
meals and will turn to cheap and 
sugar-filled foods. 

“Harlow does not have many 
quality food shops compared to 
Epping, for example.”

MP Robert Halfon pledged he would always 
make the town his “first and foremost pri¬ 
ority” after being rewarded for his perform¬ 
ance with a place in Prime Minister David 
Cameron’s reshuffled Cabinet.

Harlow remains my number 
one priority as always. I will always love 
Harlow and I will continue to champion Har¬ 
low.”

The appointment is thought to be a sign of 
the Prime Minister’s determination to pursue 
“blue collar conservatism”. 

Mr Halfon almost doubled his majority at 
Thursday’s General Election - some 8,350 
votes ahead of nearest rival Labour's Suzy 
Stride, who polled 13,273. 

It is the largest majority for a Conservative 


MP in Harlow on record. Mr Halfon polled 
more votes than both Labour and Ukip com¬ 
bined and came out on top in all but one ward 
in the town. 

Speaking after the count, Mr Halfon said: “I 
hoped to be re-elected but I never imagined I 
would get the highest-ever majority a Con¬ 
servative has received in Harlow and to win in 
every ward but one. 

“But having said that a majority of 8,350 is 
no different to a majority of one because the 
residents of Harlow want an MP who works 
hard for Harlow and is a strong community 
MP.

and fight hard for Harlow. I will champion 
Harlow.” 

But Mr Halfon is keen to address issues 
raised by residents during the election cam¬ 
paign. 

“I know that people have had difficulties. I 
want to carry on bringing jobs to Harlow and 
carry on championing apprenticeships,” he 
said. “I want to work on skills and the repu¬ 
tation and show people that Harlow is an even 
better place to live and for the world to recog¬ 
nise Harlow for its incredible enterprise, for 
its incredible community spirit, incredible 
green spaces, culture and the birth place of 
fibre optics.” 

Setting out his priorities for Harlow over 
the next five years, Mr Halfon said the town 
centre “desperately” needed to be revital¬ 
ised. 


He said: “The town centre, part of it, des¬ 
perately needs to be revitalised. We’ve got the 
Water Gardens, which is beautiful, we’ve got 
the Harvey Centre which is going to have a 
cinema and restaurants, but Market Square 
and three quarters of the town centre, espe¬ 
cially Broad Walk is dying. 

“I want to work with the council regardless 
of politics. I think this should be 
their number one priority 
because it is a terrible advert for 
Harlow.” 

Mr Halfon urged the council to 
use any available money and 
apply for every available govern¬ 
ment grant “to bring shops back 
to Harlow”. 

“There should be good shops 
and cafes all around Market 
Square,” he said. 

Personally, Mr Halfon wants 
free Wi-Fi internet across the 
town to make sure every resident 
has access to broadband. 

“Other councils have done it, 
why can’t we? It takes money and 
maybe we’d have to have a ref- 
erendum to raise council tax but 
we can also get sponsorship from 
the big internet companies. I will 
work with whoever, be it Ukip,

Labour, whoever to try and make 
this a reality. 

“Because just imagine if every¬ 
one who drove into Harlow saw a 
big sign that did not only say fibre 
optic communications, you saw a 
sign that said Wi-Fi free in our 
town for every resident. 

“Let’s make it affordable to 
everyone and let’s see if this is 
possible. I know other councils 
have done it and I’m sure we 
can.” 

He added: “I’d also like to look 
at the reputation of our town. 
Harlow is a fantastic place to live 
but not enough people in the out¬ 
side world 

“We need to carry on support¬ 
ing our infrastructure and the 
roads. Money is coming in the 
enterprise zone and primary edu¬ 
cation because there is a big prob¬ 


lem in the town with reading and 
literacy.” 

Ms Stride refused to give inter¬ 
views to the media before or after 
the result but speaking on the 
podium said: “Can I thank the 
wonderful Harlow Labour Party, 
who are amazing and inspiring 
people every single of you, so 
thank you.” 

She added: “It’s been a long and 
hard campaign. It's been a great 
campaign with lots of fun. To the 
residents of Harlow - it's a fant¬ 
astic town and thank you for your 
support.” 

Ukip’s Sam Stopplecamp, who 
came third polling 7,208 votes, 
said: “I have only been a candidate 
for the last eight months and some 
of these guys have been campaign¬ 
ing for years, so I’m proud of what 
we have done.”

Council at the local elections. 

The ruling group, who won 
seven of the 11 wards up for grabs, 
took back the Mark Hall seat pre¬ 
viously occupied by Ukip’s Janet 
Doyle. 

They also retained seats in 
Bush Fair, Little Parndon & Hare 
Street, Netteswell, Staple Tye and 
Toddbrook at the count at the 
Latton Bush Centre on Friday. 

Labour were also declared win¬ 
ners in the Harlow Common ward 
- the seat occupied by former 
leader Mark Wilkinson - after a 
recount. 

But there was also some suc¬ 
cess for the Tory group, who won 
two seats Great Parndon, one of 
which had been vacated by Ukip’s 
Terry Spooner earlier this year. 

Harlow Council leader Jon 
Clempner said: “Many people 
who voted for Robert Halfon, also 
voted for a Labour Councillor, 
recognising the positive differ¬ 
ence that a Labour Council can 
make in Harlow.

Butchered remains of swan found on riverbank 



POLICE are working with RSPCA 
officers and council officials to find the 
person who killed and butchered a 
swan, the remains of which were found 
on a towpath in Harlow. 

The grisly discovery was made by a 
member of the Harlow Safer 
Partnership Team at 1.30pm on 
Saturday, May 2. 

The corpse of the bird was found by 
the banks of the River Stort near The 
Moorhen pub. It had been left in public 
view in an area frequented by families. 

Inspector Paul Maleary, of Essex 
Police, said: “This is a very disturbing 
occurrence. It is an offence for any 
person to kill a swan. 


“There have been a number of high 
profile cases where members of the 
public have been convicted for offences 
against the Wildlife and Countryside 
Act. Swans are the property of the 
Crown and are a protected species.” 

Anyone convicted of killing or 
injuring a swan could face a fine of up 
to £5,000 or a maximum prison 
sentence of six months. Stealing a swan 
egg is also an offence and carries the 
same maximum penalty. 

Anyone with any information about 
the killing is asked to contact Essex 
Police on the non-emergency 101 
number or Crimestoppers on 0800 
555111.

And in the run-up to performances of 
Bazaar And Rummage at the Victoria Hall in 
Old Harlow, the Players’ cast and crew are 
having to be honest - in the need to get more 
male actors, directors and, most importantly, 


“bums on seats”. 

The production tells the story of three 
agoraphobics - who fear situations where 
escape might be difficult or help unavailable 
if things go wrong - trying to put on a 
jumble sale. Although it is extremely funny, 
the plot is full of pathos as we learn the 
reasons why the women suffer. 

Sawbridgeworth Players was formed by 
residents Betty Lennon, Carole Bradbury 
and Zena Roper, and has been successfully 
staging plays in the 40 years since. 

Chair Sheila Goodwin said: “Regretfully, 
we find ourselves short of male thespians 
and, above all, lacking in directors. 

“It is also a sad fact that no matter how 


good a play is, the success is measured by 
bums on seats, and we find ourselves in a 
position whereby only good ticket sales for 
our production in May will allow us to 
continue with another show. 

“This could mean that Sawbridgeworth 
Players will cease to exist in this our 40th 
year. For that reason, we are asking people to 
support us like never before.”

SPURS legends to 
talk of 'Tottingham' 
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OOTBALL World Cup winners and 
Spurs legends will grace the Rhodes 
stage in Bishop’s Stortford in an 
evening of anecdotes and insight 
into the beautiful game. 

Argentinian footballers Ossie Ardiles and 
Ricky Villa, who won the 1978 World Cup and 
helped win the FA Cup for Tottenham Hotspur 
in 1981, will be joined by fellow Spurs 
favourite Micky Hazard for an evening of 
banter about a life with the ball. 

During the evening, fans will have the 
opportunity to ask questions of Ardiles, Villa 
and Hazard. 

Ahead of the trio’s appearance on Tuesday at 
8pm, Tom Durham caught up with midfielder 
Hazard, who made over 100 appearances for 
the club and was a member of the team that 
won the 1982 FA Cup and UEFA Cup in 1984. 

What should fans expect of the evening? 

It’s a chance to get to know the boys and to 
have a nice evening with them. 

Ossie and Ricky are such lovely guys and 
it’s a fantastic opportunity for football fans 
to get an insight into the game. You get a 
behind the scenes view - the arguments with 
the managers, what it was like at the time 


and everything that went on. 

What insights will be given? 

It will make it clear that it was a long road to 
success. 

At the time, Spurs had perhaps what was 
their second best manager ever, but he 
resigned his position and left the club. Fans 
will find out the reasons behind why he left. 
We were set for long-term success. 

What do you think of the current 
Tottenham manager Mario Pochettino 
and the team this season? 

When a new manager comes in he has to 
find the strengths of all of the players. This 
season we reached the League Cup final and 
got knocked out by Chelsea - the eventual 
league winners. We did beat Chelsea and 
Arsenal too. The problem has been 
inconsistency. 

What do you make of young talent at 
Tottenham? In particular, breakthrough 
striker Harry Kane? 

We’ve brought lots of youngsters through 
into the team and the signs are good for the 
future. 

As to Kane, the bottom line is without a 
doubt he has been the star and the find of 


the season in the Premier League. He’s 
scored 30 goals in what was three-quarters of 
a season. He needs to be keeping on 
developing though, because players start 
playing to your weaknesses and it’s 
important that he develops further. 

Who would you compare him to from 
your day? 

Mark Falco (a Tottenham Hotspur striker). 
Like him, Kane is a target man. Falco scored 
a lot of goals too. Kane is slightly stronger 
than Falco, but they are both strong and 
very physical. 

Why should football fans come along for 
the evening? 

Two things. Ossie and Ricky are World Cup 
winners and part of the second most 
successful Spurs team in history. Secondly, 
they are two of the genuinely nicest people 
you could meet.

RAZED ROOF - LUSITANIA: THE 
FLOATING PALACE 

at Harlow Playhouse

May 7 2015 - Election Day for 
modern Britain - pretty rough at 
times. But 100 years ago, we were 
in the middle of an even nastier 
fight and on that very day one of 
the nastiest episodes took place, 
when the ocean liner, the 
Lusitania, was torpedoed off the 
coast of Ireland by a German 
submarine and 1,200 passengers 
and crew died. 

And in Harlow Playhouse, it 
was remembered, as the local 


theatre company Razed Roof 
brought the event powerfully 
home to us in a production 
written for them by Judith 
Johnson, a playwright with the 
National Theatre. 

Razed Roof is an inclusive arts 
company for people with, and 
without, learning difficulties 
and disabilities which meets 
regularly at the Playhouse, and 
which has had a number of 
productions. If you haven't come 
across it and want to know more, 
put Razed Roof into YouTube, 
and be impressed. The company 
works in partnership with 
Sheredes School, Hoddesdon. 


Lusitania: The Floating Palace 
was a remarkable production, 
and strangely moving. People in 
the audience were openly crying 
at the scene towards the end 
where a huge photo of hundreds 
of bodied lying in rows formed a 
background to a handful of 
bodies on the stage laid out 
beneath white sheets - and a 
child survivor was shown them 
one by one, till as the last one 
was revealed, she cried out as 
she recognised her dead father. 

What was especially 
impressive with ‘The Floating 
Palace’ was the way it enabled 
the cast members with 


disabilities and those without to 
work together in a way that used 
all their abilities, and which, so 
economically, brought the 
experience to life. 

The impact of the performance 
was greatly reinforced by local 
musician Pat Crilly, who had 
worked with Razed Roof to write 
music and songs for the 
production, and who performed 
on stage. Artistic director 
Annette Lidster should feel very 
happy indeed - and she was 
among the performers, in spite 
of a broken arm in a sling. Well, 
in theatrical circles they do say 
“Break a Leg”...

Mike's TV Film of the Week 


THRILLER: MULHOLLAND DR Horror Channel, Sunday, May 17, 9pm 

It begins with a screen-full of free-floating jitterbugging couples 
- they could be from the early 60s - over which is 
superimposed a shimmering, ectoplasmic shape which then 
becomes a ghostly shot of a wide-eyed young woman beaming 
ecstatically as applause breaks out. We also see her with an 
elderly couple. Cut to... well, what? It’s a room, but out of 
focus. The ectoplasm is still about, briefly. The camera 
wanders, in unrevealing close-up, over what might be someone 
asleep, wrapped in a red sheet, before the screen goes black. 

I’m only telling you all this because, according to writer/ 
director David Lynch in the bumph that comes with the DVD, 
you’ve “already seen at least two clues to helping you unlock 
this thriller”. Not sure about that... the thriller bit, I mean. 

We seem to be in noir territory at the start, though, with the 
night drive through the Hollywood hills, the murder foiled by an 
accident, the amnesia of the intended victim (Laura Harring) 
and the discovery of a pile of cash in her handbag, but if you’re 
after a tightly plotted genre piece you’re in the wrong shop. 

Everybody calls this extraordinary movie Mulholland Drive, but 
the Dr. might just as well stand for dreams - the first thing Betty 
(Naomi Watts), the beaming female from the pre-title sequence, 
says on arriving in Hollywood is “I can hardly believe it”. When 
Lynch is at his best (here), he’s as good as America has. 
Unconvinced about the line between imagination and “reality”, 
he manages to invest everything, whether mundane or 
outlandish, with the same disorientating, ominous atmosphere. 
The camera prowls, uneasy rather than threatening, and peeps 
round corners. The colours and the images burn into your 
eyeballs, while the use of music - and sound, and silence - is 
masterly. The characters are vivid and the performances 
memorable (Watts is astounding), and there are so many great 
scenes - the dream story in Winkie’s, the clumsy hit, the 
rehearsal/audition, the Watts and Harring bed scene (complete 
with great amnesia gag), the meeting with “the Cowboy”, the 
visit to Club Silencio - does it really matter if it doesn’t entirely 
“fit together” or “make sense?”

turns 
to the 

DARK 

SIDE 

Matt Dillon is embracing TV with the leading 
role in psychological thriller Wayward Pines. 
He tells Susan Griffin about the show that's 
being compared to cult drama Twin Peaks 



att Dillon has been acting 
since the late Seventies, but 
is only now making his 
leading man TV debut. It’s 
not, he’d like to clarify, 
because he’s snobbish about the medium. 

“There are great actors who work on 
soap operas, and that’s a horrible 
experience,” remarks the 51-year-old, 
who plays the lead in the upcoming 
psychological thriller Wayward Pines. 

Suddenly catching himself. “I 
shouldn’t say that, because I haven’t 
experienced it, but I can imagine it’s 
very difficult,” he quickly continues. 
“You’ve got to make something 
believable in a very artificial 
environment. But I never feel snobby 
about anything like that.” 

Laughing, he adds: “Now you’re going 
to quote that!” 

Dillon does believe, however, that TV 
has become a lot more sophisticated in 
recent years, and that it’s now less 
limiting. “In the past, if it’s successful, 
you’re trapped for four years. Why would 
I do that to myself?” says the actor, who’s 
only committed himself to one run of 
Wayward Pines, a 10-part series adapted 
from Blake Crouch’s novel Pines and 
developed by The Sixth Sense’s M. Night 
Shyamalan. 

It’s already been likened to David 
Lynch’s surreal TV series Twin Peaks, 
and Dillon can understand why. “But I 
think Wayward Pines is its own crazy 
world,” he adds. “There are no new 
ideas, it’s how you interpret them that 
makes them fresh.” 

In the series, he plays Ethan Burke, a 
Secret Service veteran and married 
father of one who’s tasked with finding a 
former colleague - and one-time lover - 
in the small town of Wayward Pines. 

But all is not what it seems. Following 
an accident, he winds up in hospital, and 
as events unfurl, the viewer, like Ethan, 
who has a history of post-traumatic 
stress, is left wondering whether what 
he’s experiencing is real or not. 

“I like this type of character,” reveals 


Dillon, in that deep, cinematic voice 
employed for various voice-overs. 

“We’ve seen it before, the fish out of 
water, trying to cope with the challenges 
that come in a dark way. The tricky part 
is that he doesn’t become a spectator to 
the events happening, and that he’s 
proactive.” 

Shyamalan has revealed he was 
looking for “a guy’s guy” to play the part 
of Ethan. 

“I think the key thing for me is that 
this character is someone who has to 
have command and lead well, and I like 
playing characters like that, and feel that 
is who I am,” says Dillon. “Not always, 
but when the chips are down, I like to 
think I’m the type of person that can say, 
‘Hey, let’s come up with a plan 4 , and I 
think it’s a strength I can do that in a 
character.” 

The New York native, and second of six 
children (his brother Kevin’s in 
Entourage), was reportedly playing 
truant from school when he was spotted 
by scouts and cast in 1979’s Over The 
Edge. 

The film was poorly received, but 
Dillon’s performance led to two more 
teen movies, Little Darlings and My 
Bodyguard, both a box office success. His 
profile continued to rise through the 
Eighties, with roles in Tex, Rumble Fish 
and The Outsiders. 

Of the latter, in which he appeared 
with Diane Lane, Tom Cruise and 
Patrick Swayze, he’s remarked: “I was 
the second youngest in the cast, but I 
was a veteran 44 , and today he is 
ambivalent about the pin-up status that 
ensued, and the fame that’s continued, to 
varying degrees, in the decades since. 

“Fame is a weird thing, because I don’t 
think anyone’s prepared to deal with it, 
and everyone deals with it in a different 
way. I often feel like anonymity is a 
luxury often taken for granted. Yeah, 
there are some benefits, you can get 
tables at restaurants and people admire 
you or whatever, but there’s something to 
be said for [not getting recognised].” 


In the Nineties, Dillon appeared in 
Cameron Crowe’s Singles, To Die For 
with Nicole Kidman, the comedy There’s 
Something About Mary (he dated co-star 
Cameron Diaz for three years) and Wild 
Things. Then in 2006, he earned an 
Academy Award nomination for his 
performance in Crash. 

Today, however, you sense he feels a 
certain amount of frustration with how 
his career has panned out. 

“I always feel like I’m being typecast, 
because I feel like I can do a lot more 
than I’ve been given the opportunity to 
do,” he confesses. 

“I do feel, if I’ve had to look at some of 
my earlier movies, I go, 4 Ooh, damn 4 , 
because I was a kid - but then I have to 
remind myself that I was learning on the 
job, and that’s OK too.” 

By his own admission, he can be “very 
tough on material 44 , and despite writing 
2002’s City Of Ghosts, which he also 
directed, he admits he’s currently 
struggling with a script. 

“I’ve got a project that I’ve been trying 
to do for a long time as a film, and at 
every attempt, the story gets 
compromised, because I can’t find a way 
of compressing it to a 90-minute or 
two-hour format. I’m not smart enough 
to do that,” he laughs. 

“No, I’m kidding, but it’s a difficult 
thing to do because the character spans 
many years.” 

Now, he says, he’s contemplating 
following the long-form approach of 
Wayward Pines. 

“Having 10 hours is great to be able to 
tell a story patiently, and viewers can 
warm up to characters, sort of the way 
you read a book - you put it down, you 
pick it up,” Dillon muses. 

“I still love films, but I do think there’s 
something exciting about this.”

Tait set for final push 
during his T20 return 

Aussie paceman aims to propel Eagles towards glory

RETURNING fast bowler Shaun 
Tait is hoping to repay the faith 
shown in him by Essex head 
coach Paul Grayson. 

The Eagles get their NatWest 
T20 Blast campaign under way on 
Friday at Hampshire, with Tait 
joining the squad for the com¬ 
petition. 

The 32-year-old Australian 
played for the Eagles in 2013 when 
they made it to Finals Day, losing 
in the semi-final to eventual 
champions Northamptonshire 
Steelbacks. 

But the experienced bowler 
feels that there is no reason why 
Essex can’t go one better this time 
out. 

He said: “When I played a 
couple of years ago it was good 
fun, so I had the opportunity 
again and now I am just playing 
T20 cricket, so have a lot of time on 
my hands to play for the whole 
tournament, hopefully. 

“It is nice to have the faith from 
the coach but now hopefully I can 
repay it; that is the battle. 

Repeat 

“You have to turn up and play 
well night in and night out. Last 
time I played I had a reasonable 
tournament, bowled well and took 
some wickets, so if I can repeat 
that then I will be happy. 

“It sounds like a cliche but it is 
more of a team thing, if we can 
make the Finals Day and then the 
goal is to win it, then I feel like I 
have done my job. 

“We have some seriously exper¬ 
ienced players so there is no reas¬ 
on why we can’t go close. 

“We are a similar side in some 
ways to when I was here before. A 
lot of guys that have played a hell 
of a lot of cricket. There is no 
reason why we shouldn’t play 
well. 

“We came pretty close and I 
think with the team we have it 
should be a similar sort of thing, 
trying to make it to Finals Day 
and hopefully we can go one bet¬ 


ter this year. 

“It will be tough, there are guys 
like [Chris] Gayle, [Mahela] Jay- 
awardene, [Kumar] Sangakkara 
and [Glenn] Maxwell, so there are 
some big names.” 

Tait also admitted that he is 
looking forward to playing at 
Chelmsford again for the home 
team, having played for the oppos¬ 
ition with Durham in 2004 and 
Glamorgan in 2010. 

“I think there is only 5,000 
people at Chelmsford but it is 
always a good atmosphere,” he 
added. “I really enjoyed the home 


games last time and it is good to be 
on the home side of the fence. 

“I have played a couple of games 
against Essex before and I would 
cop a fair bit of grief on the bound¬ 
ary, especially being an Aussie. It 
is good to be on the Essex side.” 

Tait has had an illustrious one- 
day career, but injuries 
throughout his time restricted 
him to only three Test matches. 

In recent years the paceman 
has made his name as a T20 spe¬ 
cialist, having previously played 
for the Rajasthan Royals in the 
IPL and the Melbourne Reneg¬ 


ades in the Big Bash. 

But with the Tait once clocking 
a speed of 99mph with the ball, he 
will be giving his all for the 
Eagles. 

Tait said: “It would to be nice to 
be involved with a team more 
often and play in all forms, but the 
way my body has gone over the 
last few years it is just better to 
play T20. But I can’t complain, I 
am still playing cricket. 

“You know you can go hard all 
the time, with it being only four 
overs. 

“It is high-intensity cricket, 


which suits my game pretty well. 

“You usually have a few days off 
afterwards before the next game 
and that helps so that you can get 
through a whole tournament. 

“I tried to play one-day cricket 
again this season back in 
Adelaide and midway through my 
third game I got injured again, so 
it didn’t work out. 

“It is not always a bowler’s 
game but sometimes you can get 
away with it. If you go for a few 
runs then no one gets too down on 
you because it is expected 
really.” 


Ryder settles into rhythm after finding a happy home 


JESSE RYDER has described 
himself as “settled” in Essex 
after another good start to the 
County Championship season. 

The 30-year-old New Zealander 
has had something of a 
chequered past, with off-the-field 
incidents leading him to being 
dropped from his national side 
and an attack outside a bar in 
Christchurch leaving him in an 
induced coma just over two 
years ago. 

Eyebrows might have been 
raised when Paul Grayson 
brought him in at the beginning 
of the 2014 campaign, but it has 
turned into an inspired decision. 

Ryder took 44 Championship 
wickets last term at an average 
of just over 18, becoming 
something of a cult hero at the 
Essex County Ground. 

Primarily known as a batsman 


through his career, even he 
admits his performances with 
the ball have come as a bit of a 
shock. 

He said: “My bowling was 
definitely a surprise package to, 

I think, everyone. 

“But it is something that I 
enjoy doing, it really keeps you 
in the game. Especially if you are 
not scoring runs, you can do 
damage with the ball and 
hopefully I can keep doing that 
this season and continue. 

“I really enjoy it here so it was 
great to be able to sign a two- 
year deal. I feel really settled 
with a great bunch of lads and 
the cricket has been really good 
for me. 

“I have just enjoyed being over 
here, which I guess has helped 
my performances. 

“The bowling has definitely 


come along quite a lot, and I 
haven’t been able to do it as 
much over in New Zealand, so I 
have been enjoying that. 

“I slipped a disc in my back 
and it was sitting on a nerve 
over the winter, so my right side 
was a bit stuffed up for about 
two and a half months. But that 
seems to have come good now.” 

With the NatWest T20 Blast 
starting for Essex at Hampshire 
on Friday, Ryder will once again 
be one of the main attractions. 

He hit 317 runs in the 
competition last term, but feels 
that he can go better this season 
“Batting-wise, I have been a bit 
low on runs so I am hoping to 
make a bigger impact this 
season, especially in the T20 
game,” Ryder added. “I am 
looking forward to scoring some 
runs. 


“We just have to play our 
game. We are a strong side, 
although we have a couple 
missing with the IPL.” 

Ryder will be joined by 
Australian fast bowler Shaun 
Tait, who has signed on for the 
T20 season. 

And Ryder is hoping he can 
help make an impact in front of a 
big Chelmsford crowd. 

He added: “It is always good to 
play in front of good crowds and 
all the boys are pumped to try 
and whack the ball around a 
little bit. 

“Taity [Shaun Tait] was here a 
few seasons ago and had a big 
impact on the team, so hopefully 
he can do the same. 

“I love the crowd at 
Chelmsford and there is always a 
few cheeky guys in the crowd, 
but that is just part of it.”

BY INJURY CURSE 


‘Thurrock game should have been called off’ says TC

AN “horrific” catalogue of injur¬ 
ies unheard of in a solitary season 
had a dramatic impact on Harlow 
Town’s season, said Hawks chief 
executive Tom Cunningham. 

Speaking to Star Sport in the 
fall-out of the Hawks’ heartbreak¬ 
ing Ryman North play-off final 
defeat to Thurrock, Cunningham 
spelled out how the Harlow title 
juggernaut was derailed by the 
ankle break to striker Alex Read 
in February. 

But the pivotal match which 
saw another key injury was at 
Thurrock, witnessed by this cor¬ 
respondent in January. 

This game was delayed by 
almost an hour when Harlow 
player Sam Holloway suffered an 
horrendous double leg break. 

Cunningham believes this 
match should have been aban¬ 
doned. 

But play continued and Thur¬ 
rock won 2-1. 

These points would have not 
only been the difference between 
Harlow winning the title but also 
enabled their Essex rivals to get 
into the play-offs. 

Thurrock finished just two 
points ahead of sixth-placed 
Brightlingsea Regent in the 
table. 

Cunningham said: “If you go 
back through the season we have 
had a horrific set of injuries. 

“Go back to the start and we 
have had two breaks [Read and 
Holloway] and three cruciate lig¬ 
aments [George Smith, Luke 
Cuthbert and John Glowacki]. 


They are things that you can’t 
legislate for. 

“I have never heard that before 
at any football club. It’s quite 
unusual. With those setbacks I 
still think we dealt with them. 

“We have had to go out and 
replace five first team players. 
That’s been difficult. I think we 
did [replace them] to a point.” 

Chapman and Cunningham 
moved quickly to counter for the 
loss of Holloway and Read, with 
Marc Gorbell signed from 
Burnham Ramblers and former 
Colchester United striker Jamie 
Guy a late coup. 

“For Sam we brought Marc in, 
for Alex we brought Jamie Guy in. 
We also convinced Junior Dadson 
and Leon Antoine to come back to 
the club. 

Plugged 

“We plugged loads of holes and 
that’s why we sustained the push 
that we sustained. I think we did 
everything we possibly could, and 
I think the players have done 
everything they possibly could. 

“Going back to the Thurrock 
game when Sam [Holloway] broke 
his leg, if you look at that game, 
that was a game that should never 
have continued. 

“The game was even, and we 
waited over an hour. I know for a 
fact Thurrock didn’t want to con¬ 
tinue the game. 

“I can understand why. Because 
of the injury, that’s a game that 
should never have stood. Unfor¬ 
tunately we got beat, but even if 
had we won the game, my hand on 
my heart that made a mockery of 
what we are trying to do.”
